Next morning 
when the negroes went out to work, and 
saw the particles of meat and spots of 
blood over the tobacco leaves,they rolled 
up their eyes, and with uplifted hands 
cried out ‘‘A miracle! a miracle!” 
When Mr. Tarpley, the owner of the 
farm, came out and saw it, he sent off for 
a number of his neighhors; all of whom 
with one voice decided that it was ani- 
mul matter. But whence it came ard 
how it came was as profound a mystery: 
to them as the recent shower in Ken. 
tucky isto the wise men cf ihe land to day. 
Mr. Tarpley gathered up a quantity of 
the fiesh from the tobacco leaves and 
sent it with care to Dr. Girard Troost, a 
chemist and naturalist of reputatior, 
who was then and till his death a 
professor in the university of Nashville. 
He promptly pronounced it meat and 
bloody matter. Nor was he under the 
necessity of eating of it to be sati: fied «n 
that pvint; as 1t is said some men in Ken- 
tucky did to test this late sho ver.

The Japanese carpenters at work on 
the centennial grounds draw crowds ot 
curiosity-hunters. To keep all at @ dis- 
tance, a guard fence has been set around 
the Japanese building. An old boss 
Philade)phia carpenter, whom Mr. Still- 
son saw leaning overthe fence Thurs- 
day afternoon, said, in answer toa 
tion whether any ove could go inside: 
“Oh, no. They had to put up this cou- 
cern to keep out jast such men as me. 
They've got wols in there that 
American carpenter can’t hold a candle 
to, and they found outthat some folks 
around here wasn’t above stealing. But 
the tools ain’t half so ingenious as their 
way of handlin’’em. I’ve watched that 
fellow up there now for half a day, and 
I never seen seen him use arule nor & 
measurin’ rod. D—nif he don’t meas- 
ure everything with his eye, See him 
now—see him saw off that connection 
between them two posts; see how quick 
he saws it into with that fine little tool 
of his. Now look at him put it up, 
There—it fits to a hair’s breath, and yet 
he did it with his eye! Now notice 
other little cuss yonder. He's fixin’ 
one dovetail to fit another; he hain’t 
touched anything in the shape of a 
rule since he began, ard you'll sec 
he'll make them two joints set as 
if they were melted into each other. 
Hi! didn’t I tell you so? I can see like 
a wicroscope; you can’t get your finger 
nail in thecrack.” The wood they use 
is mostly a kind of red cedar, straighter, 
whiter, and coarser than ours, 
not so red, and without the odor of 
American cedar. Another kind of wood 
is as fine as boxweed, but harder, and 
has a large, broad, ornamental in.

Throughout the states in which our 
northwestern visitors reside the cold and 
the snow fall were alike unprecedcnted, 
the lateness of the season being consid- 
ered.

All along the coast, from Galveston to 
Maine, there was a terrific gale, and in 
the interior, high winds, low tempera- 
ture and an unseasonable fall of enow or 
sleet. 

Nor was the storm confined to this 
country. Gales, floods and snow falls, 
one or all, were visited upcn Eng- 
land, France, Germany and Belgium, 
last week .Earthquakes, shipwrecks and 
land slips were among the incidents of 
the European spell of bad weather. Our 
storm of snow was hardly a full copy of 
the one that fell in| Euogland and Scotland, 
where the railroads were blockaded by 
the inconvenient and unseasonable sub- 
stance, 

Altogether, this cosmopolitan March 
storm bids fair to hold a place in history. 
‘The oldest inhabitant” at the next cen- 
tennial will certainly be entitled to talk 
about it, and when he has told its histo.

labor. 

Third, That retrenchment and econo- 
my are indispensable in the federal, state 
acd municipal administration, as essen- 
tial means towards lessening the burdens 
of the people, and we commend the ef- 
forts of the majority in the house of rep- 
resentatives for the reduction of the 
expenditures of the federal gov- 
ernment to a just standard, and tbeir 
determination to lessen the number of 
useless officials. 

Fourth, That general amnesty to all

At 
a quarter to 5 o’clock the grocery store 
of J. H. Ducker, at the southeast corner 
of Columbus and King streets, caught 
fire, and was soon wrapped in flames. 
THE FIKE RAGED 
now with a fury which the fireman were 
.nable to cope with, even if they had a 
plentiful supply of water. The plank 
road took fire, and even the s*one posts 
op the sidewalk were crumbled into dust 
by the intense heat. Nearly every roof 
on the block bounded by, King, Line and 
St. Philip streets, was by this time glow- 
ing with cinders, and the poor people 
who occupied the houses, not yet realz 
ing the fact that they were doomed to 
the flames, mounted their roofs with 
brooms, axes, hoes and buckets of water, 
in vain efforts to extinguish the kindling 
fiames. The fire engines, with one or 
two exceptions, were of course power- 
iess, not having wa‘er, but the members 
of the three bucket companies fought 
the fire like heroes,putting a ladder here, 
a hook there, and a bucket of water in 
another place. ‘The point of the imme- 
diate danger now secmed to be in St. 
Philip street, in which the 1oof of a half 
dozen houses were on fire, and the chief 
of the department at once sent three 
trucks in that direction. By the efforts 
of the men the entire block west of St 
Philip street was saved. 
A PANIC. 

From the store of Messrs. Wiley & 
Jacques the flames were commuuicated 
to the building 685 King street, occupied 
by Mrs. Haeslop, which was some dis- 
tance north, and which belonged to Mrs 
lioss. This was about 5 vu’ciock, and 
just at this juncture several loud ex 
plosions occurred, caused by the burst- 
ing of cases of gunpowder in the grocery 
store of Wiley & Jacques and J. H. 
Ducker. The explosions, however, did 
no other damage than to cause a stam. 
pede in the crowd whicii had been ate 
tracted to the scene of the conflagration 
tion. The houses in King street, north 
of Columbus, were occupied by poor 
people—black and white—and was very 
thickly populated. 

SACKING AND PILLAGE. 

This was of course a shining hour for 
the thieves, and they did not neglect to 
improve it. There were severa] hundred 
drunken negroes in the street who, un- 
der the pretence of being firemen, plun- 
dered right and left, indiscriminately. 
A half a dezen burly rascals, raving with 
liquor, would rush into a store, seize a 
counter or some useless fixture, make a 
pretence of carrying it out to save it, 
and then returning would steal every- 
thing they could conceal about their 
persons. At the store of Mr. C. H. 
Ruftie, 693 King street, two policemen 
were statiomtd to keep out the crowd 
They could not doit. A drunken ruf- 
flan would rush up to the door and upon 
being ordered back would curse the 
oflicers, swear that he was a fireman, 
and cush inand steal and pillage. At 
his back would be a hundred other 
drunken negroes, armed with spanners 
and slungshots, and the officer who 
dared to resist them would just as certain- 
ly be thrown down, beaten, and probabiy 
murdered. It is due to the firemen, 
both white and colored, to say that in 
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Tae Chsttanooga Times : ppeals to its 
readers to feed the birds.

THE HOUSE ON RESUMFT.ON. 


"I'he financial question was precipita- 
ted in the house last Monday by Mr At- 
kins’ bill providing for the repeal of the 
resumption act. He moved to suspend 
the rules, which would have passed the 
bill if. it had carried. The motion was 
lost by 100 for to 108 against, 75 mem- 
bers not voting. The bulk of 
the affirmative vote came 
from the northwest without 
much regard to party lines. The entire 
Indiana delegation voted in favor of the 
resolution—that is, all that voted at all. 
Messrs. Kerr and Cason did not vote 
Kentucky and Tennessee’s votes were 
allaye. Messrs Randall aud Robbins 
were the only Pensylvanania democrats 
who voted against the resclution. Mes- 
srs. Blount, Cook, Harris and Smith 
voted aye and the rest of the Georgia 
delegation did not yote. There was 
not a single vote for the resolution from 
New England, New York and New Jer- 
sev. 

This vote docs not indicate what the 
house will do when the caucus bill comes 
before them. For example, the Georgia 
delegation voted solid in the caucus for 
the Payne bill, and will doubtless do so 
again if it comes before the house. And 
yet @ majority of the house doubtless 
prefer an unconditional repeal of the re- 
sumption act; and this makes the fate of 
the bill adopted in the caucus very un- 
certain. We hope it will pass the house 
It is the best compromise that the case 
admits of, and as such should receive the 
vote of every southern member.

Being in Litchfield, Connecticut, in 1836, 
I bovame ecquainted with a geitleman liv- 
iog ina towu afew miles off (1 think Wol- 
cottville) who owned a woolen factory, to 
whom I applied for aid in getting the pa- 
rest blood.

After memegey 
manuracturers of fine cloths cull all the 
wool we receive and lay aside the pick locks 
until we get enough to make it worth while 
to adapt our mach'nery toturn out the fiaest 
broad loths 
I have now in my store such sortings for 
four years, and 1 do not think there is a 
better sawple among them. You cannot 
improve your st ple here; itis not orly fine, 
long, strong and even, but there are no 
short hairs about the roots, which is a pe- 
cu'iar mark of purity, 
Thus twenyy-five y:ars of southern cli- 
mate had not at least made a greater de- 
generation thao was found in Litchfield 
county, Conn , which had been the home of 
some of the first merino importations. 
This branch of the merinos has passed 
away long ago, but this statement may be 
of yalue if hereafter the question should 
arise in Georgia, will wool degenerate in a 
hot climate, and sives an emphatic nega- 
tive.
